Shortly before 1 o’clock, yesterday morn- 
ing the men working on the night shaft at 
the blast furnace of the Lackawanna Iron 
and Coal Company were horrified by one 
of the most shocking cases of self-destruc- 
tion that has ever occurred in this city. 

The victim of the suicide was a young 
man named Theodore Merone, who, while 
the workmen at No. 5 furnace were enjuy- 
ing @ sbort respite from their labors took 
advantage of their temporary absence and 
plunged into the seething furnace, which at 
the tme was at a white heat. His cries at- 
tracted the attention of one of the workmen 
named Duffy, who, together with his com- 
panions, ran to the furnace and louked 
down, only tosee Marone gyrating amid | 
the liquid fire, and waving his hands and 
feet in the most intense agony. A long 
handled shovel was lowered to him, but he 
was uncouscious of its presence. One of 
the meu ran immediately and stopped the 
blast, but human aid was of no avail to save 
the unfortunate man in the furnace, and he 
was dragged up as quickly as possible by 
means of a large hook, acharred, disfigureed, 
and unrecognizable mass. He could not 
have beenin the furnace above a few min- 
utes, as his first shrill cry was heard by 
the workmen who hastened to his assistance, 
but the intense heat of the place was sufli- 
cient to destroy life if it had been there 
more than a second. Marone was a native 
of Pomarn, East Prussia, — his nome 
occupied a position as professor in one 0 
the iene or schools of the place, of 
which ‘Iheodore was also employed as a 
teacher. He was subsequently engaged in 
the war that occurred in 1866 between Prus- 
sia and Austria, and emigrated to this coun- 
try about four years ago

serdsy afterneon, from Woodward's gardens

d in inflating the monster, and when it 
jett op its sail in the air, contained about 
aixty thoueana feet of gas. The attendance 
gt tbe gardens was not £0 large as ueval on 
the occasion of balloon ascensions. Many

Al hait-past three o’clock everything was 
in readiness and the passengers took their 
geatsin the car. They were Miss Maric 
Gaugain, Miss Alice Burripgton, sixteen 

ears of sge, daughterof A. C. Burripgton, 
August Buislay, William Marriott, Joseph 
Erwin, H. Guisoulaphe, and the «ronaut, G. 
Barbier. One fal-e start was made, and at 
43 minutes past 3 o'clock Burbier gave his 
command, “All hands let go,” and toe bal- 
Joon shot up likea rocket, and continued 
quickly on iis course across the city to Huat- 
er’s Point, rising to aheight of 1,600 feet, 
going in a southerly cirection, and th -n turo- 
jag round skimmed across the bay, being at & 
point opposite San Leandro in 21 minutes 
after startiog fromthe gardens. A Carrier 
pigeon was here let out of the bas et witha 
dispatch stating thata pleasant trip had been 
enjoyed, and closing, “ Fell our thicnds we 
died happy.” 

The pigeon swung around, and then 
dropped into the water. Thirty minutes 
after leaviog the gardens the excursiupists 
were injand about ten miles west of Alum 
dy. Some cuss in Alameda tried uis sim, 
and fired ashot at the balloon; the sound 
was distinc ly heard by allin the car. In 
Biameda, Barbier, agu'nst the protests of 
Buislay, opened the valve when the Car was 
within two hundred and fifty feet of the 
ground. 

A strong wiod was blowibg at the time, 
and the balloon was goOivg at the rate of 
mile a minute. Buislay said it would not be 
safe tu iand, aad protested so s'rungly 
against it that four bags of ballast were 
ihrown out, and tbe balloon rose seven hun- 
dred feet, skimmiug along, and passed over 
Alameda. ‘Tkirty-cight minutes from the 
time of starting. the anchor was dropped, 
with ore hundred feet of rope, being 
at the time about two miles directly 
west trom San Leandro. The anchor 
dragged for about ao eighth of a mile, 
caugot on a fe ice, which was broken to 
pieces, and then Caught on a sbanty occu- 
pied by Murillo, on the Estudillo ranche, 
the windows and sashes of the house beiog 
torn out. 

The rope, one end a quarter ioches thick, 
broke next, and the balloon bounded up 
suddenly a distance of four hundied feet. 
Mr. Irwin hearda quick snap and 4a tear, 
and On looking up discovered a large open- 
ing in the balloon, and the verdict was 
promptly announced that “The balloon has 
burst.” Orders were then given for ali 
hands to get to the boitom of the basket, as 
close as possible. The car came down 
slanting, with terrible velocity, struck the 
ground heavily and capsized. The wind 
again sent the balloon up, and the seven 
occupants, huddled together usderoeath the 
basket with ropes aud sanbags, were dragged 
for three bundred yards, rulling on top of 
each other, and being squeezed and jammed 
as though they were sardines, and utterly 
helpess. The balloon at tbis time was on 
the grounds of the county hospital at San 
Leandro. The live; of the seven excursion- 
isis were saved by the timely arrival of pur- 
ties in the hospital, who ran to their rescue, 
Caught the car, turned it over, cut it from the 
balloon, and ex'ricated the occupants. Mr. 
Irvin was the first to be helped out, and he, 
in turn, helped Buislay, whose arm was 
ctught in one of the riogs attached to the 
cr. Miss Gaugain was the last out, being 
tle undermost.

The Methodist General Conference. 


This important body convenes at Loui:- 
ville, Kentucky, on the first day of the com- 
ing wonth. It meets once in four years, and 
is the highest tribunal of the powerful de- 
nomipation that has established churches in 
almost every nook and curner of the South. 
These great ecclesiastical councils are always 
of deep interest, but none of them consid- 
ered questions of graver impcrt than will 
come bk fore the approaching Conference, 
The qucstion of re-union, or ratner the 
taking of steps that may lead to it, is to be 
met at this time. The Northern Cburcb, at 
the General Conference held in Brovklyn 
two years sgo, appointed astrong delegation, 
both lay and clerical, to visit the Church, 
South, at this Conference, and express the 
brotherly love and good wishes of those who 
pent them on their mission. This delegation, 
with the venerable Bishop Janes at its head, 
is o 1 the road to Louisviile. How shall they 
be received? What reply shall be made to 
their overtures? Oa this depends the whole 
question. If the Conference decides that 
the two churches, which are one 
ia doctrine and church us3uages, should 
be .1eunited, the obstacies will melt 
away. They have.been at variance, it 
is true, thirty years, but the tendency of the 
times is towards the consolidati n of work- 
era in the same cause. Much has to be for- 
given, we admit; and it is, therefore, impos. 
sible to foresee what the action of the con- 
ference will be. 

Itis believed that the question of drunk- 
ennese, and the muking and selling of iatoxi- 
cating liquor will be pressed to an 
expression of some aort.

Contracts have been quite active on three 
days, and dull three days, Sales for the 
weck 125,000 bales. No change in the price. 

HIGHER PRIC&S 

It seems strange to us—but it is neverthe- 
less true—that our Opinions and those of 
most of the persons engaged in the cotton 
trade in this city and surrounding coun- 
try should be almost all the time 
at variance with each other. For 
instance, for several weeks it has been be- 
lieved, by some of our cotton men, that there 
would be a suiden rise in gold, and a c’ n- 
siderable advance in cotion, whilst we could 
not see apy reasons for either. For the last 
two days, or “since the veto,” there has been 
a general feeling of depression, and a pretty 
universal idea that prices of cotton must de- 
cline, whilst we have thought entirely differ- 
erently,+nd believe the price will not go 
down, but when a change does come it will 
be upward. We have never risked anything 
on the prospective action of one man, (48 
Grant signiog the currency bil!) and never 
expect to. 

VETO. 

Our individual opioion is, that in six 
months there will bea general reaction of 
opinion, and the masses South will be giad of 
the veto which they now so loudly condemn. 

GOLD. 3 

We think, as to the rise ia gold, the effect 
of Grant signivg the currency bill had 
been fally discounted, and the piice 
would have been more likely to 
have fallen than to have risen. We again 
repeat what we have written befure, that 
\here are many good reasons why gold 
should be up to near 1.20 some time this 
summer. 

MONEY. 

If the currency bill, which resident Grant 
bas vetoed, bad become a law, it would have 
bad the effcct of makiog money ex!remely 
tight in New York; and ays there is a very | 
beavy stock of cotton there—about 145,000 
bales—it would have been 80 
hard to get money to carry 
it that tuere might have been a pressure to 
se)], and a consequently dull or lower market. 

LI 7ERPOOL. 

This market has been firm and active most 
of the week, with large sales, but no change 
in the pricesince last Friday. .The sales are 
likely to continue pretty lerge, for some 
time, especially of American; with a 
gradual hardening of prices of this sort, 
the sales of which, to spinners and exporters, 
have been 100,000 bales in the lust two weeks 
compared with 53,000, 86,000, 61,00, 65,000 
for the same two weeks for four years past, 
begioning with 1870. 

SMALL RECEIPTS. 

The receipts, as compared with last year, 
have fallen off in the past week 13,000 bales, 
and are likely to fall off this week 20,000 
bales more, 

We continue to hear the old cry of high

but, unless the bears get scared on account 
of the damage to the growing crops from 
excessive rain and overfluws, there may not 
be much danger in prices for severa: weeks. 
Bot we feel assured that if a change does 
come it will be for the better.

GRANCS FINANCES. 


There has been considerable  curi- 
Osily, not t& ssy anxiety, eamong 
the Patrons cf Husbandry, concerning the 
accounts of the National Grange for’ the 
year ending December 81, 1873. The Globe 
will do what the organs of the Grange have 
not yet done—lay before the Patrons and 
puvlic at large-a condensed statement of the 
accounts, reserviog Il a future occasion an 
analysis thereof. e receipts fo the year 
were $!32,151 28, of which all but some 
$3,000 came from dispensations, over $8,500 
of which were issued. The balance was 
. made up from interest (only seven hundred 
and qhirty dollars,) quarierly does (paid only 
by Wisconsin, two quafters, and towa and 
Ulinois, one-quarter éach,) and sales of man- 
tals. hee expenses were in all $74,333 23, 
of which $32.303 80 were for printing and 
regalia, $11,400 for salaries, $13,840 81 for 
clerk bire, express charges, freight, etc. Of 
the balance of $52,817 75 in the treasury, 
$39,511 50 are invested in the government 
sixes, and $13.152 70 are in the Washington 
Loan and Trust Company. Mr. Kelley, the 
Secretary, received $3,500 sa'ary and $3,- 
321 74 arrears, besides some other small p:r- 
quisites, which altogether make up nearly as 
much a8 he could have earned by a year’s 
hard work on the farm.—S¢, Louis Globe.

The National Grange haa recently com- 
pleted arrangements in New York city by 
which Granges through ut the entire coun- 
try can order and receive all kinds of goods 
at exceedingly reduced rates.

He must know his soil—thst is of each 
lot; not only the top, but the subsoil. 

He must also know what grain and grass 
are adapted to each. 

He must know when is the best time to 
work them, whether they need summer fal- 
lowing. 

He.must know the condition in which the 
ground must be when plowed, so that it be 
not too wet nor too dry. 

He must know that some grains require 
earlier sowing than others, and what these 
grains are. 

He must know how to put them in. 

He must koow that it wiil pay to have 
machinery to he!p him, as well as muscie. 


GRANCE FINANCES. 


There has been considerable  curi- 
Osily, pot t6 say anxiety, eamong 
the Patrons cf Husbandry, concerning the 
accounts of the National Grange for the 
year ending December 81, 1873. The Globe 
will do what the organs of the Grange have 
not yet done—lay before the Patrons and 
puplic at large a condensed statement of the 
accounts, reservipg tll a future occasion an 
analysis thereof. The receipts fo: the year 
were $:32,151 28, of which all but some 
$3,000 came from dispensations, over $8,500 
of which were issued. The balance was 
. made up from interest (only seven hundred 
and ghirts dollars,) quarterly dues (paid only 
by Wisconsin, two quafters, and jowa and 
Ulinois, one-quarter éacb,) and gales of man- 

s. The expenses were in all $74,333 23, 
of which $32,303 80 were for printing and 
regalia, $11,400 for salaries, $13,840 81 for 
clerk bire, express charges, freight, etc. Of 
the balance of $52,817 75 in tbe treasury, 
$39,511 50 are invested in the government 
sixes, and $13.152 70 are in the Washington 
Loan and Trust Company. Mr. Kelley, the 
Secretary, received $3,500 sa'ary and $3,- 
331 74 arrears, besides some other small p:r- 
quisites, which altogether make up nearly as 
much a8 he could have earned by a year’s 
hard work on the farm.—s¢, Louis Globe. 


LEACHED ASHES. 


After the farmer’s fam'ly have made scap 
{as is a Common practice in a timbered 
country), chere. remajus a hopper full of 
leached ashes, which have a higher value as 
maopure, than i¢ gerierally believed. A writer 
ia the Country Gentleman, telis his readers, 
that he has used an average of 2,000 bushels 
yearly, for the pastseven years, ata cost of 
25 ¢erts per bushel at the railroad sta- 
tion, avout two miles distant. This he 
says may seem @ high price to many of 
your readers. Yet we have found their use 
profitable. Our land is what would be 
termed hard-wood soil—the hirher portion 
gravei, iuc lower oer loan, inciined to be 
coarse and :umpy. e have made and eaved 
all the yard manure we could, and have 
taken great pains to increase our supply. 
We piow and dress liberally with this, After 
harrowing, apply 150 bushels of ashes 
to the acre, working them well isto 
the soil with the harrow.
